THOSE   WHO   WILL   ATTEND   DURING   THE   SPRING  AND 
SUMMER    QUARTERS 

Teachers   and  prospective   teachers  who   wish  to   do   work: 

1.     To  be  credited  on  a  two-year  Certificate  Course  (a  five-year 
state  license). 

2.  To  De  credited  on  a  B,  S. 
Degree    Course, 

3.  To  sacure  special  training 
in  Education,  Household  Arts, 
Manual  Arts,  or  in  other  sub- 
jects- 

4.  To  secu:  o  general  or  par- 
ticular professional  tj'aining  for 
hotter   teaching.

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Many  teachers  find  it  profit- 
able to  come  to  the  State 
Teachers  Cobege  each  spring 
immediately  after  the  close  of 
their  schools.  The  work  of  the 
Spiing      Quarter         (beginning 


March  14),  of  the  second  half  of  the  Spring  Quarter  (beginning- 
April  25),  of  the  Summer  Quarter  (beginning  June  6), and  the  sec- 
and  half  of  the  Summer  Quarter  (beginning  July  14),  is  planned  to 
suit  the  needs  of  these  teachers  as  far  as  it  is  possible  to  arrange 
it.  In  this  way  those  who  are  actively  engaged  in  teaching  find  it 
possible  to  carry  forward  their  Certificate,  or  Degree  courses  with- 
out having  to  lose  a  session  from  teaching.  See  schedule  for 
Spring  and  Summer  Quarters  in  this  book. 

Teachers  who  plan  to  come  for  the  Spring  and  Summer  Quarters 
should  have  a  transcript  of  their  credits  sent  in  advance  to  the  Reg- 
istrar.     By  having  this  certificate   sent  in  advance   of  their  arrival 
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they  will  receive  due  credit  for  this  work  if  it  is  done  in  a  reputable 
college  or  a  standard  high  school.  If  tho  work  was  done  in  a  non- 
accredited  school  they  should  take  entrance  examinations  to  secure 
units.  These  examinations  will  be  given  on  March  12th  and  June  4th.

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RENEWAL    OF    LICENSE 

Any  first  or  second  grade  license  (including  State  Teachers 
College  Certificate)  may  be  renewed  by  taking  work  any  quarter 
provided  the  expiration  date  of  the  license  was  not  more  than  one 
year  prior  to  the  closing  date  of  the  renewal  v/ork.  The  renewal 
work  must  include  at  least  one  course  in  the  Education  Department 
and  two  other  courses,  and  the  grades  naist  each  be  70  or  above.,  or 
else  the  four  grades  must  average  75,  wJth  none  beloiw  60. 

No  renewal  or  half-(iuarter  attendance  except  during  Summer 
Quarter. 

The  renewal  fee  is  $1.50,  to  be  paid  to  the  Registrar  in  the  form 
of  a  Money  Order,  payable  to  the  State  Board  of  Examiners.  The 
fee  must  be  accompanied  by  the  license  that  is  to  be  renewed.  A 
license  may  be  extended  two  years  by  taking  a  twelve  weeks  course 
and   paying   double   fee.

No  renewal  of  license 
except  on  full   quarter's   attendance. 

For  Second  Term  of  Spring  Quarter,  April  25.  (No^  later  than 
the    morning    of    May    2). 

For  Summer  Quarter,  June  6  (Not  later  thnr  the  morning  of 
June  20).     Mid-quarter  exam.inations  on  July  13. 

For  Second  Term  of  Summer  Quarter  July  li.  (Not  'ater  Uiai 
the  morning  of  July  21).  Renewal  of  license  either  half  of  Summe; 
Quarter. 

NOTE — For  the  renewal  of  license  on  half-quarter  attendance 
the  teacher  must  enter  on  June  6  or  July  14.  License  cannot  be 
renewed   on   either   half   of   Spring   Quarter. 

While  teachers  who  enter  for  six  weeks  only  are  not  barred, 
it  is  hoped  that  most  of  those  who  ccme  will  remain  at  least  12 
weeks.   This   is   a   college,   not   a   "sumrAcr  normal.' 


ATTENTION,    FORMER    STUDENTS! 

Before  returning  to  resume  v/ork  in  State  Teachers  College  it 
is  important  that  you  write  for  a  new  Memorandum  >f  Creidits  so 
you  will  know  before  you  arrive,  or  at  least  on  arri\'ing,  just  \vhat 
credits  you  have  and  just  what  you  lack  for  the  completion  of 
your  course.  The  Records  Office  can  not  work  this  out  for  you 
after  you  reach  the  College  without  serious  delay  and  inconvenience 
to  you. 


ENTRANCE  UNITS  FOR  HIGH  SCHOOL  WORK 

The    units    required    as    a    basis    for    college    ^.^ork    must    include 
Algebra,   1;   English,   3;    Geometry,   1    (not   required   for   certificate); 
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electives  to  make  up  total  of   15.      The  miminum  and  maximum  of 
units  accepted  by  subjects  are: 

Agriculture,  1;  Vocational  Agriculture,  1-4;  Algebra,  1  to  2; 
American  History,  1;  Ancient  History,  1;  Arithmetic  (H-  S.),  1; 
Biology,  1;  Bookkeeping,  1;  Botany,  1;  Domesti:  Science  and  Art, 
1  or  2;  Economics,  V2;  English,  3  to  4;  English  History,  1;  French, 
2;  General  Science,  1;  Geography,  V2  to  1;  Latin,  2  to  4;  Manual 
Training  1  to  2;  Modern  History,,  1;  Music  (School),  V2;  Music 
(Piano  or  other  instruments)  V2  to  2;  Physicaj  Education,  V2; 
Physics,  1;  Physiology  and  Hygiene,  1;  Spanish,  2:  Solid  Geometry, 
V2;  Stenography,  1  to  2;  Trigonometry,  V2;  Typewriting,  1  to  2. 
Not  less  than  2  units  in  any  foreign  lai.guage  will  be  accepted. 

Accredited  schools  will  be  classified  according  to  the  official 
lists    of    the    State    Accrediting    Commission. 


AUDITORIUM 


Students  entering  from  fully  accredited  high  schools,  on  state 
accredited  list,  will  be  given  credit  for  the  work  certified  on  their 
entrance  credit  certificates.     These  certificates  should  come  by   mail 
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in  advance  direct   from   the   principal  or  other  officer  of   the   school 
attended. 

Students  asking  for  credit  on  work  done  outside  this  state 
should  see  that  their  credit  certificates  are  accompanied  by  an  of- 
fically  signed  statement  that  the  school  was  on  the  accredited  list 
at  the  time  of  attendance.  This  statement  thould  be  signed  by  the 
State  Superintendent  of  Education  or  the  State  Accrediting  Officer. 

ENTRANCE  EXAMINATIONS 

Students  above  high  school  age  who  cannot  secure  fifteen 
units  by  certificates  may  take  entrance  tests  at  the  time  they 
enter   (or  at  any  time  set  for  such  examination).  Those  desiring  to 

take    these    tests    should    make  

written  application  on  form 
furnished  by  the  Entrance 
Credits   Committee. 

Entrance  examirations  wi]] 
be  given  only  on  the  Saturday 
before  the  opening  of  each 
quarter.  A  student  will  not  be 
permitted  to  take  entrance  ex- 
amination on  a  subject  in  which 
he  has  already  made  college 
credit,  withouc  forfeiting  those 
credits.  Students  of  high  school 
ago  will  not  be  permitted  to 
take  entrance  examinations  un- 
less they  have  attended  higli 
school   four  years.  college    hall 

rHYSICAL  EDUCATION  FOR  WOMEN 

Students  in  attendance  during  the  regular  nine-months  session 
may  be  exempt  from  physical  education  in  their  senior  year,  pro- 
vided they  have  completed  the  three  courses  required  for  their 
degree: 

Lower  Elementary   Degree — 43,   47,  49. 
Upper   Elementary   Degree — 37,   51,   87. 
High    School    Degree— 89,    141,    145. 
These  courses  must  be  taken  in  residence   (requirement  not  met 
by  transfer  credits).  All  Summer-School  students  v/ho  have  complet- 
ed   these    courses,    in    residence,    will    not    be    required    to    take    any 
Physical   Education   during  the    Summer   Quarter. 
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SPECL4L    INFORMATION 
Room  Reservations: 

As  the  dormitories  will  not  accomodate  all  who  apply  for  ad- 
mission, it  will  be  necessary  to  assign  rooms  in  the  order  in  wnich 
applications  are  received.  Every  application  for  a  room  must 
be  accompanied  by  the  Room  Fee,  which  is  $7.50  for  each  half-quar- 
ter, and  renewed  to  this  amount  at  the  beginning  vf  each  half- 
quarter.  Under  no  circumstances  will  v.  room  be  reserved  without 
this  advance  deposit.  No  reduction  in  fees  will  be  made  for  late- 
comers. No  fees  returned.  Make  check  or  Money  Order  payable 
to  State  Teachers  College  and  mail  to  Business  Manager. 
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STAGE   OF  AUDITORIUM 

How  to  Reach  the  College: 

On  reaching  Hattiesburg,  take  the  State  Te?.chers  College  (or 
Hardy)  Motor  Bus  at  the  intersection  of  Pine  and  Main  Streets, 
one  block  from  the  I.  C.  station,  three  blocks  from  Southern  Station. 
Do  not  leave  this  Bus  until  it  reaches  the  end  of  the  line  at  the 
college  grounds. 

If  in  doubt,  call  the  college  by  phone  (either  G90  or  968;  if  at 
night,   call   363,   or   9122    or   9105). 
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Baggage: 

The  college  has  arranged  to  haai  the  students'  trunks  from 
the  station  to  the  college  at  a  much  lower  rate  than  would  be 
charged  by  local  drays.  It  is  important,  therefore,  that  the  students 
hold  their  trunk  checks  until  they  reach  the  college,  then  turn  them 
over  to  the  college  Business  Manager. 
Tag: 

A  trunk  tag,  showing  dormito-y  to  which  trunk  is  to  be 
delivered,  will  be  mailed  to  each  student  who  registers  in  advance. 
Tag  should  be  attached  to  the  trunk  before  it  leaves  its  starting 
point,  for  it  will  save  confusion  and  delay  at  this  end  of  the  line. 
Mail  aad  Express: 

Students  should  have  their  mail  addressed  to  ''Station  A,  Kat- 
tiesburg".  It  will  be  delivered  to  them  through  the  post  office 
at  the  college. 

Long  distance  telephones  in  Mississippi  Hall  (9122)  and  Hat- 
tiesburg  Hall  (9105),  and  Forrest  County  Hall  (9174)  insure  quick 
telephone   or   telegraph   communications   in   case   of  necessity.

Motor  Bus  Service:

Library    and    Reading    Room: 

Books    and    periodicals    to    the    number    of    more    than    twelve 
thousand  volumes  are  to  be  found  in  the  college  library,  and  these 
will  be  at  the  service  of  the  summer  term  students. 
Study    Hours: 

There  Mali  be  regular  study  hours  observed  m  the  dormitorios^ 
and  during  these  hours  every  student  will  be  expected  to  be  in  his 
own  room.  Presistent  neglect  of,  or  refusal  to  observe,  this  regu- 
lation will  result  in  forfeiture  of  the  privilege  of  rooming  in  the 
dormitories. 
Absences: 

Attention  is  called  to  the  new  manner  of  handling  absences- 
Every  teacher  sends  in  a  weekly  list  of  absences  in  his  classes, 
indicating  which  ones  are  excused.  When  any  student  shall  have  a 
total  of  three  unexcused  absences,  he  is  excluded  from  classes 
until  a  satisfactory  explanation  is  made.  One  more  unexcused 
absence  will  result  in  suspension  from  the  college. 
Demonstration  School: 

The  State  Teachers  College  Demonstration  School  will  af- 
ford  an  opportunity  for  the   students  in  the   Education  Department 
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to  observe  the  practical  application  of  the  principles  they  are  study- 
ing. This  school  located  on  the  campus,  has  300  pupils  and  twelve 
grades;  it  continues  in  session  through  the  entire  Summer  Quarter. 


HLSTORY  OF  COLLEGE 

The  State  Teachers  College  was  founded  by  act  of  the  Legis- 
lature in  1910,  under  the  name  of  the  Mississippi  Normal  College. 
In    February,    1924,   the    name    was    changed    to   the    State    Teachers 

College.  Through  the  generosity 
of  the  citizens  of  Hattiesburg 
and  cf  Forrest  County,  a  cash 
boms  of  $260,000  was  raised 
a  gift  of  840  acres  of  land  and 
other  valuable  considerations 
for  the  first  buildings  and 
equipment  of  the  college  werf 
made.  The  Legislature  of  1912 
m.ade  its  first  appropriation  for 
equipment  and  maintenance, 
and  the  coilegp  opened  its  doors 
for  students  on  September  18, 
1912. 

In  1922  the  Legislature  auth- 
orized the  college  to  grant  the 
B.  S.  degree. 

In  1924,  under  the  leadership 
of  Dr.  Charles  A.  McMurray 
and  Dr.  Shelton  Phelps  of 
George  Peabody  College,  the 
curriculums  of  the  college  underwent  a  thorough  examination  and 
revision.  By  1928  George  Peabody  College  and  other  graduate 
schools  admitted  the  graduates  of  the  State  Teachers  College  to 
full    graduate    standing   for  higher   degrees. 

In  1929  the  State  Teachers  College  was  admitted  into  full 
membership  by  the  American  Association  of  Teachers  Colleges,  and 
the  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools  of  the  Soi^.th- 
ern  States,  as  a  standard  "A"  class  teachers  college.

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CORRESPONDENCE   AND   EXTENSION 

In  addition  to  its  courses  in  residence,  the  State  Teachers 
College  offers  correspondence  study  courses  and  extension  classes 
during  the  months  from  September  to  June.  On  account  of  the 
heavy  teaching  schedules  in  college  during  the  Summer  quarcer, 
little  attempt  is  made  to  do  extension  work  of  any  sort  during 
these  months.

The  College  is  also  offering  actual  classroom  instruction 
through  the  Department  of  Extension.  Where  a  sufficient  number 
of  teachers  request  a  course  to  be  given,  an  instructor  will  be 
sent   to   the    locality    to    conduct   the    class. 

For  further  information  about  either  correspondence  study  or 
class  extension,  write  to  Dr.  H.  J.  Peterson,  Director  of  Extension. 
In  order  that  teachers  may  make  their  plans  for  work  by  extension 
for  the  coming  year,  it  is  suggested  that  they  arrange  for  this 
work  while  they  are   on  the  college  campus  or  that  they  write  the 
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Director  of  Extension  in  the  early  fall. 

CLASSIFICATION    AND    REGISTRATION 

Registration  Day  is  the  first  day  of  each  quarter  (and  the  first 
day  of  the  second  half  of  the  Spring  quarter  and  of  the  Summer 
quarter). 

A  fee  of  $2.00  is  charged  for  registering  after  Registration 
Day.  No  exception  to  this  rule. 

A  fee  of  $1.00  is  charged  for  each  course  changed  after  the 
second  day  following  registration.  No  change  permitted  after  the 
first  week  of  the  quarter  or  the  half  quarter. 

AMOUNT  OF  WORK  PERMITTED 

Those  entering  during  the  first  two  weeks  of  a  quarter  may 
take  16  hours  of  academic  work  for  the  quarter.  Those  entering 
the  first  day  of  the  third  week  may  not  take  more  than  12  hours. 
No  credit  allowed  for  those  entering  after  the  first  day  of  the  third 
week. 

For  the  half  quarters  (in  Spring  and  Summer),  those  enter- 
ing during  the  first  week  may  take  8  hours  (not  more)  for  the  half 
quarter.  Those  who  are  one  week  late  may  take  only  6  hours.  No 
credit  allowed  for  half-quarter  students  who  enter  more  than  one 
week  late. 

Students  who  make  straight  A's  in  eight  hours  of  academic 
work  and  straight  B's  in  the  remaining  eight  or  more  hours  of 
academic  work  are  permitted  to  take  twenty  hours  of  academic 
work  during  the  next  quarter  of  attendance.  Students  taking  only 
twelve  hours  must  make  straight  A's  in  all  twelve  hours  in  order  to 
be  eligible  to  take  eighteen  hours  of  academic  work  during  the  rext 
quarter  of  attendance. 

Seniors  who  lack  only  thirty-six  academic  hours  credit  for 
graduation  may  take  twenty  hours  during  either  one  of  their  last 
two  quarters,  provided  they  shall  have  made  a  minimum  of  sixteen 
quality  points  during  the  previous  quarter.  One  grade  of  D 
forfeits    this    privilege. 

CERTIFICATE    COURSES 

These  are  two-year  college  courses  based  on  15  units  of  high 
school   work. 

The  certificate  obtained  by  completing  either  of  these  courses 
is  by  law  a  first  grade  license  to  teach  in  the  elementary  grades  of 
the  public  schools  of  Mississippi  for  a  period  of  five  years,  at  the 
expiration  of  which  time  the  license  may  be  renewed  for  a  period  of 
one  year  each  by  six  weeks  attendance  in  this  college  (H.  B.  396, 
Sec.   1,   Chapter  201,  Acts   of   1922). 

One    who    holds    a    certificate    dated    prior    to    September    1928, 
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may  secure  a  new  five-year  certificate  by  completing  sufficient  ad- 
ditional work  in  residence   to   meet  present  certificate   requirements. 

There  are  two  certificate  courses,  the  lower  elementary  course 
and    the    upper   elementary. 

DEGREE    COURSES 

These  are  four-year  college  courses  based  on  15  units  of  nigh 
school  work.  They  are  intended  for  teachers  who  expect  to  make 
teaching  their  profession  and  wish  broad  scholarship,  as  well  as 
special  preparation,  that  will  fit  them  for  professional  elementary 
supervision,  high  sc-hool  teaching,  or  for  administrative  positions 
such   as  principalships  and   superintendencies.     - 

The  completion  of  these  courses  leads  to  the  degree  of  Bach- 
elor of  Science  which  is  by  law  a  professional  license  to  teach  in 
any  position  in  the  public  schools  of  Mississippi  for  life.  (H.  B.  396, 
Sec.  1,  Chapter  201,  Acts  of  1922). 

Sixty  per  cent  of  the  work  of  juniors  and  seniors  of  these 
courses  must  be  in  courses  numbered  above  100.  Not  less  than  60 
quarter  hours  of  the  entire  course  must  be  in  numbers  above  100. 

For  any  degree  course,  a  total  of  not  more  than  40  hours  may 
be  taken  in  any  one  subject  (except  in  Education  and  in  the  stu- 
dent's major,  in  which  48  hours  may  be  taken.  In  Home  Economics 
major,  52  hours.) 

Degrees  are  awarded  at  the  end  of  the  third  and  fourth 
quarters  only.
